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Revised plans for St Michael’s come 
under fire at planning meeting 


REPEATED calls were made by residents 
to recommend refusal of the development 
at St Michael’s Trading Estate, as council¬ 
lors met to discuss the site’s revised plan¬ 
ning application on Monday night. 

Applicant Hayward & Co has made 
amendments to its outline application 
submitted to West Dorset District Council 
earlier this year, which includes bringing 
the proposed housing down to 48 houses 
and 44 flats - including 15 affordable 
homes - and a loss in work floor space of 
3,025sq metres, compared to 2,250sq me¬ 
tres in it previous application. 

Glenn Crawford of Enterprise St 
Michael’s said: “There is no denying the 
estate has been a boon to Bridport and a 
success since Mr Hayward senior bought 
it back in the 1960s. 

“However, the present planning applica¬ 
tion risks all of that by reducing the space 
where people work with the latest revi¬ 
sions to the application, this has become 
more acute still. 
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“Presently the estate holds 10,500sq me¬ 
tres; after redevelopment there will be 
under 8,000sq metres. The loss is 2,600sq 
metres. Many people will lose their busi¬ 
ness premises without a doubt. 

“Despite this downturn in the size of the 
estate, Hayward’s advisors would have us 
believe that the number of people that can 
find employment there will actually rise 
through attracting trades that require less 
space, such as high technology. 

“We find that in Bridport there are very 


few businesses of that type and we feel this 
strategy is destined for failure.” 

Members of the Bridport Town Council’s 
planning committee were still not satis¬ 
fied with the height and scale of the devel¬ 
opment, which would have a detrimental 
effect on the conservation area and listed 
buildings. 

They felt the access routes to the site 
were inadequate and the provision of af¬ 
fordable housing was not in keeping with 
the local plan policy of 35 per cent. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: “I am struggling 
to see any improvement. 

“We have still got a replacement build¬ 
ing for a heritage 


got too many residents in an estate that 
has appalling access for a modern devel¬ 
opment and mixed use. 

“There will be delivery lorries coming in 
for the B1 use next to residential housing, 
and if we are talking about increasing the 
amount of affordable housing, we are 
likely to have first time buyers and fami¬ 
lies - it is a toxic mix. 

“If anything it has possibly got even 
worse.”

DORSET is at the forefront of providing 
better care for local people after being 
named as a pilot area for a new joined- 
up way of working across health, social 
care and the voluntary sector. 

People with a number of long-term health 
conditions currently have to deal with numer¬ 
ous parts of the health and social care system, 
which is confusing for them and doesn’t always 
lead to the best outcomes for their health. 

But in Dorset work is already underway to co¬ 
locate professionals in hubs which allow them 
to work closely together to support the patient 
in the best way. This model is already being 
used in Weymouth and in Christchurch, fol¬ 
lowing a major refurbishment project. 

The Weymouth hub is a great example of how 
things should work - it was recently featured 
as a video case study by NHS England and was 
shown at the national NHS Confederation Con¬ 
ference. 

The film - called ‘Now we have help’ - tells 
the real story of Denis Eaton and his wife Jen¬ 
nifer as they struggle to navigate the health 
and social care system and finally get the help 
they need through the hub. 

Now Dorset has been announced as one of 
eight areas nationally to introduce ‘account¬ 
able care systems’ (ACSs), which aim to inte¬ 
grate all parts of the health and care system 
including GPs, hospitals, community care and 
social care as well as joining up physical and 
mental health services. 

Dr Karen Kirkham, a GP and clinical leader 
with Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said: “I couldn’t and wouldn’t go back to what 
we had before. The teams were completely sep¬ 
arate. Health teams completely separate from 
social care teams - and that meant that nobody 
talked to each other and nobody joined up 
care.”

Thousands of vouchers redeemed at 
Dorset attractions in Residents' Week 
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Mayor's call to 
mark Srebrenica 
inhumanity 

THE mayor of Bridport is calling for a gather¬ 
ing and one minute’s silence to reflect on Sre¬ 
brenica genocide and inhumanity across the 
world. 

The massacre took place in July 1995 when 
more than 8,000 Muslim Bosniaks were killed 
during the Bosnian war. 

Cllr Anne Rickard, Bridport town mayor, in¬ 
vites everyone to gather in Bucky Doo Square 
on Tuesday, July 11th at 10.45am and will ask 
for a minute’s silence at 11am after a short 
speech. 

She said: “I am sure I share the horror and 
sadness of everyone, caused by inhumanity, 
cruelty and suffering that exists everywhere. 

“July 11th is Srebrenica Memorial Day, the 
EU designated day to remember the 22nd an¬ 
niversary of the Srebrenica genocide. 

“Bridport has had a special connection with 
Srebrenica since our young people have ex¬ 
changed visits, made good friends and worked 
on some remarkable projects together. 

“However, whilst we will of course be think¬ 
ing of that genocide, I want to suggest we ex¬ 
tend our thoughts to those who have suffered, 
and are still suffering in so many ways, not 
only in Srebrenica, but here and all over the 
world. 

“Awful things are happening to people ev¬ 
eryday, which are easy to put to the back of 
our minds if we are not personally involved - 
maybe this is our internal protection - but 
their hurt continues, and if we forget their suf¬ 
fering, we don’t move forward to better times 
for all.” 




BEACHGOERS had a shock in 
West Bay when three base 
jumpers leapt from East Cliff onto 
the crowded beach below. 

A number of concerned onlook¬ 
ers called the police and coast¬ 
guard after watching the thrill 
seekers, who responded to the 
scene on June 18th. 

Base jumping is parachuting or 
wingsuit flying from a high plat¬ 
form or cliff. 

A spokesperson for West Bay 
Coastguard said: “Due to the 
lower altitudes of the jumps, the 
practice is considered much more 
dangerous than skydiving, and 
East Cliff is only 150ft high, which 
allows for only a small margin or 
error when deploying a 
parachute. 

“Multiple calls to the police and 
coastguard were received from 
members of the public on the 
beach who were greatly con¬ 
cerned for the welfare of the 
jumpers, but also for the people on 
the beach. 

“Falling debris and rock were 
also reported as the jumpers 
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launched from the edge. 

“On arrival, a search was car¬ 
ried out for the jumpers but wit¬ 
nesses reported that after they 
jumped, they quickly gathered 
their equipment and left the area 
before emergency services ar¬ 
rived. 

“Base jumping in itself is not il¬ 
legal in this country, but there 
can be associated offenses in¬ 
volved, including trespassing on 
private property to achieve the 
jump and these matters are dealt 
with by the police. 

“In this instance there was more 
of a safety concern for the 
jumpers launching from such a 
low altitude, the safety of the 
beachgoers below and the state of 
the cliffs. 

“We want to thank everyone 
who called in and hope the sight 
of someone jumping from the 
cliffs was not too much of a 
shock.”

Council debates plans for Bridport to be Rights Respecting Town 


PLANS to make Bridport a Rights Respect¬ 
ing Town were scrutinised at the town coun¬ 
cil meeting last week, with councillors 
urged to go out into the community and talk 
to the residents. 

David Powell, who has been a headteacher 
in three schools, including Burton Bradstock, 
and worked for Unicef as they developed 
their Rights Respecting Schools programme, 
outlined what it could mean for Bridport to 
become a Rights Respecting Town. 

He said the idea was suggested by the 
town's youth council around three or four 
years ago and the initiative could be spread 
across the town. 

Cllr Anne Rickard said: "We have got to 
make sure it is not one of those things we 
just declare and doesn't get picked up. 

"We need to have a body of people behind 
this to take it forward and make it happen." 


However, Cllr Ros Kayes said she couldn't 
support it unless the town council did more 
and "put their money where their mouth is". 

She said: "I don't want to support this un¬ 
less we as a council are actually going to 
promote that agenda by supporting those 
people who actually don't have access to 
those rights, now in Bridport. 

"We as a town council need to be doing 
more, it isn't just about waving a piece of 
paper in the air. 

"If we sign up to something like this, we 
have got to put our money where our mouth 
is, otherwise I don't think we can support it." 

Robert Golden, who was behind the Home 
in Bridport project, which aims to bring cul¬ 
tural programmes, training and jobs to an 
area of rural poverty, said: "There is a huge 
gap between them out there and you in here. 

"It is not putting your money where your 


mouth is, its putting your feet where your 
mouth is. 

"For the town council to really represent 
the people, they are not going to come to 
you, you are going to have to go to them. 

"It will never be really implemented until 
you are out of this room and in the commu¬ 
nity." 

Cllr Martin Ray said that when he became 
mayor in 2008, he said that Bridport should 
become a Rights Respecting town. 

He also explained 'grumble sheets' which 
were posted through residents' doors for 
them to fill in and send back to the council 
if they had a problem. 

Cllr Anne Rickard said: "I think the council 
does do a lot, people have the opportunity 
to come to the town council any time they 
like, and they do. 

"We can't be knocking on everybody's 


door every day, saying 'have you got a prob¬ 
lem today'. 

"It is very easy for them to contact us and 
we do take notice and we do listen, and usu¬ 
ally it gets sorted out." 

Cllr Julian Jones said the idea was laud¬ 
able, but it is not going to be imple- 
mentable, while Cllr Sandra Brown said it 
was just the start and it couldn't be done 
overnight. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: "If we include the 
Rights Respecting agenda in to the town 
council ethos and every policy we produce, 
every plan has to take into account what the 
rights are, then we can call ourselves a 
rights respecting town council." 

Cllr Ros Kayes said they should go out into 
the community and talk to people to find 
out if they think they are not getting their 
rights.

BRIDPORT Tourist Information Centre is 
doing really well since Bridport Town Council 
took over the management from West Dorset 
District Council at the start of the year. 

Terri Foxwell updated councillors on the 
success of the shop in Bucky Doo Square at 
the town council's finance and general pur¬ 
poses committee meeting recently. 

She said: "I am really pleased with how it 
has all gone - overall, the financial year was 
about £33,000 up on the previous year. 

"Our first quarter at Bridport Town Council 
is looking very healthy. 

"We have continued with all our services 
we were providing with the district council, 
but we have also started to increase our ser¬ 
vices." 

This includes making ticket sales available 
on the website, as well as an online shop, 
and commission on ticket sales in the office, 
which are currently 10 per cent plus VAT for 
commercial events and five per cent plus 
VAT for community and charity events. 

Terri added: "The town hall is going well; 
bookings are increasing and we have got 
things going on right until 2018 now. 

"August we had a record month and I 
checked back through to the early 2000s 
and it had never happened at any other 
tourist office. 

"The Literary Festival tickets did go on sale 
early, but we were still up on every other 
month after that. 

"It was an amalgamation of an extremely 
busy month and ticket sales - it was fantas¬ 
tic."

She said: "You are doing a fantastic job, I 
am really impressed." 


A SMALL group of Bridport and West Dorset 
Rambling Club members met at Cold Harbour 
car park in the woods to the north of Ware- 
ham - a little further than the usual travelling 
distance - for different views and a very differ¬ 
ent terrain. 

The group set off through forest and crossed 
the children's playgrounds of Wareham to the 
railway station, where the platform was 
crowded with people waiting to see the steam 
train arriving from Swanage. 

The next stop was the Anglo Saxon Church 
of St Martin to admire the wall paintings and 


the statuary, before continuing along the 
grassy old walls, reminding that this had been 
a very important Saxon town. 

Then was the start of the Two Rivers' section 
of the walk to the shore of Poole Harbour. It is 
only a few meters across Swineham Point from 
the mouth of the Piddle to the mouth of the 
Frome, a much wider tidal river navigable up to 
the ancient port of Wareham. 

The walkers wound along the north bank past 
moored yachts reachable only by dinghy, mak¬ 
ing their way around flooded gravel pits, now 
sanctuaries for wild fowl, and low-lying mead¬ 


ows on which cattle were grazing, the fields 
protected from flooding by tidal flap valves. 

Wareham market was coming to an end 
when they stopped for a picnic by the river in 
the centre of town. 

The group followed more of the town walls 
before crossing the Piddle once more and 
heading north along the Wareham Forest Way 
past Carey House back to Cold Harbour.

Do you have hidden treasure 
on your mantelpiece? 


A PAIR of Qianlong-era vases discovered 
on a mantelpiece during a routine an¬ 
tiques valuation have been sold for al¬ 
most £15 MILLION. 

Jeremy Morgan was in the drawing 
room of an English country home when 
he noticed the decorative containers, de¬ 
scribing it as a "eureka moment". The an¬ 
tiques expert told the owner of the house 
she needed to sit down - before informing 
her she was in possession of a pair of 18th 
Century vases made for the Qianlong 
Emperor. He had ruled China at its impe¬ 
rial peak and is regarded as one of the na¬ 
tion's greatest art collectors. 

Mr Morgan, from Christie’s, estimated 
they were worth around £2 million but 
interest from around the world saw bid¬ 
ding go through the roof at auction in 
London this week. 


They were eventually bought by an 
anonymous phone bidder for £14.75 MIL¬ 
LION - accounting for almost 75 per cent 
of the overall sales total.

My Big Fat Wedding Bill 


WEDDING guests spend an average of more 
than £100 on an outfit and over £75 on a gift, 
according to new research. 

With Pippa Middleton's recent wedding 
estimated to have cost a cool £250,000, a study 
shows it's not just the bride and groom and 
their families who fork out when friends or 
relatives tie the knot. 

And two-thirds of guests (67 per cent) believe 
ever more competitive weddings have become 
"too extravagent" in recent years. 

Figures show that of those who have bought 
a new outfit for a wedding in the last three 
years, the average spend was £101 - with men 
forking out slightly more than women at £104. 

Guests spent an average of £76 on wedding 
presents, with women (£79.30) more generous 
than men (£71.82). 

But men (£37.96) spend more on booze on the 
big day than women guests (£23.21), according 
to the research by consumer analysts Mintel. 

The average spent on travel to and from the 
big day is £63, while those who have to book 
accommodation spent an average of £61. 

And it's not just the big day itself which hits 
guests in the pocket as the average cost of 
attending a stag or hen party is £164, with hen 
dos (£165) marginally more expensive than 
stags (£163). 

Nearly half of all adults (49 per cent) have 
attended at least one part of a wedding in the 
last three years while one in seven adults (14 
per cent) of all adults have attended a hen or 
stag party during the same period, according to 
the research. 

Jack Duckett, senior consumer lifestyles 


analyst at Mintel, said: "As wedding celebra¬ 
tions have become more extravagant affairs in 
recent years, the various costs that guests 
incur have also increased. 

"Today's wedding guests are not only forking 
out on gifts, but in many cases also spending on 
new outfits, travel and accommodation. 

"Hen and stag parties have also become big 
business, morphing from what was tradition¬ 
ally a night out with friends into fully fledged, 
multi-day celebrations in their own right. 

"The rising cost of stag and hen parties 
reflects the increasing breadth of activities 
groups look to include in their celebration, 
ranging from afternoon tea and wine tasting 
experiences to spa weekends abroad." 

Three out of four guests (76 per cent) say cash 
or gift vouchers are an ideal wedding gift. 

Mr Duckett said: "With many couples today 
having 'set up house' together before they 
marry, the tradition for giving new couples 
homewares has been rendered increasingly ob¬ 
solete. 

"Wedding gift lists have consequently become 
more popular in recent years, as marrying cou¬ 
ples look to guide guests towards items that 
they want or need." 

More than half (57 per cent) believe wedding 
guests shouldn't be expected to pay for food and 
drink on the day, while the same proportion 
don't believe it is fair to expect guests to travel 
too far to attend 

The dress remains the biggest wedding prior¬ 
ity for more than half of brides (58 per cent) 
with less than one in five (19 per cent) prepared 
to walk up the aisle in a secondhand dress.

A second wicket stand of 133 between Dan 
Belt (75) and Simon Mitchem (68) was the 
key to Dorchester setting the visitors 241 
for victory after the early loss of Will
